Railroad Accommodations, 


Areawen No, 3. 


To the Faitor of the Woburn Journal:— 
A few short paregraphe will abundantly 
suffice to answer ' Anti-Fogy's” latest effa- 
tion,—more caustic and epectout than any 
of ite predecessors, and at the eame time 
more characteristicaily erratic and illogieal. 
Ae Daniel Webster once rematked, in 
speaking of a certain political platform, ‘1 
see nothing in it both new and valuable. 
What is valuable ia not new, and what is 
new is not valuable.” 
That the Woburn public may not be de- 
ceived, however, by tne heterogeneous mare 
of words which my opponent hae eo readily 
called to his assistance in all bis articles on 
the subject matter of these communications, 
I desire in this shortletter briefly to rece 
pitulate what has been eaid on either side 
of thie controverey, thus far, and at the 
same time add to it a few thoughts and facts 
such as may seein germane to the iseue in- 
volved, ;

It will be remembered that “ Anti-Fogy,” 
in his firet letter to the JournaL, apropos 
to calling an indignation meeting, merely 
desired to hear from other pens” on the 
subject of railroad accommodations between 
Woburn and Boston, In thie very reagona- 
ble wish he was duly gratified. He replied 
in that notable two-columned article of bis, 
in which he deliberately stated that our 
town was the ‘worst accogimodated” of 
any within ten miles of Boston; and at- 
tempted to prove it,—not by adducing any 
facts in evidence, but by aseerting that trains 
ran fneter to and from the eeFeral other sub- 
urban towns tep miles out of the city. 
Among the places he particularly mentioned 
in this connection were Lynn and Waltham. 


In reply to this second letter of ‘ Anti- 
| Fogy’s,” [ehowed that, asa matter of fact, 
Boston trains did run faster, onan average, 
to and from the various towns and cities lo- 
cated on other railroad lines and equi-dis- 
tant with Woburn from Boston, by just 
Jifty-eight seconds; that as between Lynn 
and Woburn, the runving time of traine was 
one minute and thirty seconds slower to the 
former place than to the latter; that as be- 
tween Woburn and Waltham, the passenger 
trains made only twenty-one seconds better 
time to Waltham than they did to Woburn. 
Ishowed further that of all the towns he 
had taken pains to select tor a comparison 
with Woburn not one was on a branch line; 
and thatas compared with towns similarly 
situated with Woburn, the latter had by 
far the best railroad advantages of them all. 


To these stubborn and unwelcome facts, 
Anti-Fogy was evidently hard presged for an 
answer; and, after floundering about in a 
shallow sea of wordy rhetoric, ended his 
last communication to the public by re- 
marking that he ' might prove any and all 
statements “made by him in these recent 
communications,” but for fear (stc) ‘ of 
trespassing on your good nature, Mr. Edi- 
tor,” thought he had better ** conclude.” 
Ie did well in this case thus to allow hie 
fears to control his pen; for when a contro- 
Versialist, in a dispute over a railroad matter, 
is so hard pressed for eomething to say that 
he is obliged to quote from the divine words 
which Milton pute in the mouth of our Lord 
and Saviour, in bis discourse with Satan on 
jthe mount, it would indeed seem as if it 
were about time for him to * conclude.” 


So much for Anti-Fogy. Ifhis grievances 
against the Boston & Lowell R. R. Co. are 
real, and there are any considerable number 
of Woburn’s citizens who think as be doee 
on this subject, why pray does he not call 
his much threatened indignation meeting 
and there give forensic ventilation to his 
pent up feelings? There might be a ques- 
tion as to the capacity of any hall in Wo- 
burn to hold some of his ‘ polysyllabical ” 
words; 


but, I opine, there would be no 
difficulty iv finding room tor his audience. 

I should not omit, by the way, to estate 
that ‘* Anti-Fogy’s” remark ‘ Jearned from 
good authority,” Upat, on a certain occasion 
specified by him, I was obliged ‘to stand 
|up between Boston and Woburn, because

handkerchief asa flag of truce, whereupon 
the captain and officers of the band sent to 
| Richardson, who showing them his commis- 
sion from the council to conduct those In- 
dians safely to their homes, the captain and 
oflicera gave very atrict charge to all their 
soldiers not to shoot a gun until all the In- 
dians were past and clear, nor yet to give 
any opprobrious words. But, notwithetand- 
| ing those strict prohibitions, when the In 
soldier named Knight, discharged his mue- 
ket and killed one of the Indians stone dead, 
being very near him. The person slain was 
a stout young man, very nearly allied to 
the praying Indians of Natick and Wamesit, 
whose grandfather and uncle were pious 
men, his father long since slain in the war 
with the Mohawks. The murderer was 
presently apprehended and committed to 
prison, and not long after tried fur his life, 
but was acquitted by the jury, much con- 
trary to the will of the bench. 

‘The jury alleged they wanted evidence, 
and the prisoner plended that his gun went 
by indeed were

Hon. Charles Chonte, 

The death of Hon. Charles Choate leaves 
a vacant place in this community which will 
remain a long time unfilled 
who can fill it exactly, and but few, nearly. 
Hie was a person of influence, and that 
which he exerted on other people was a good 
one. Te life was correct, and bis etandard 
Though in his early man- 
hood he knew what it was to labor with hie 
hands, he was a man of intellectual culture, 
a great reader, independent thinker, and a 
close stadent of the best authors in 
literature. 


Mr. Choate was born in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, September 16, 1806, and 
died in Woburn, Massachusetts, February 
15, 1883. Tle was of the Salem family of 
Choates of which Rufus Choate, the great 
lawyer, was also a member, His education 
was gained at the public schools of Charles- 
town and at Hampton Academy, In 1827 
he came to Woburn and engaged In the 
manufacture of shoes with Jolin Flanders, 
in which business he continued until 1844 
when he opened a store in Boston with A. 
A. Childs of New Bedford. This was a 
successful venture, In 1852 he forind a co- 
partnership with John Cummings and John 
B. Alley, under the firm name of Alley, 
Choate & Cummings and engaged in making 
Iie remained at this until 1864, 
when he retired with a fortune, to which 
large additions have been made in the last 
nineteen years. The possessions left by 
him are estimated at $400,000.

In politics Mr. Choate was a Whig until 
the death of the party in 1852, and a Re- 
publican from the organization of that party. 
He was many times honored with public 
positions of trust and importance. He was 
State Senator 1844-46 and 50; a member of 
the Staff of Governor Briggs from 1844 to 
1847; a member of the Woburn Board of 
Selectmen from 1866 to 1869, and its Clair- 


man in 1868 and ’69. We was one of the 
Directors of the old Woburn Bank, and an 
original Director in the First National Bank. 


Mr. Choate was public spimted man, also 
benevolent and kind hearted. His intercet 
in town affairs was strong and practical. 
Ile was greatly interested in educational 
matters, a friend our and 
a promoter of learning. For many years in 
succession he caused te be made at his own 
expense silver medals, called the ‘ Choate 
Medal,” which were distributed among those 
members of our Grammar. schools 
reached a certain standard in dilligence, ap- 
plication and deportment.

In the death of Hon. Alexander H. 
Stevens, Which ocentred on last: Saturday, 
Georgia lost her most eminent citizen and 
greatest statestnan, He served in Congress 
many years, war vice-President of the 
Southern Confederacy, and Governor of the 
State atthe time of his death, Phayically 
he has been a mere wreck for forty years.
